“Julius Caesar” was sumptuous and 
satisfying. but from. a _ vociferous 
standpoint could scarce be compared 
with the production of the same state- 
ly tragedy by our old friend, Robert

scale about 300 pounds in his nightie. 
When he was in his bath he looked 
like a pickled walrus and wher he 
had his Roman armor on he rattled 


ing as the Gath demon, 

Sometimes they had to have a boll- 
ermaker to get him in and out of his 
uniform and the property man always 
had to carry a can-opener to quickly 
relieve him of his breast plate when 
he got heated up. 

He had a voice like a cataclysm— 
whatever that is, and when he roared 
it was the lion's turn to sneak away 
and hide. He would start off with the 
sonorous bilare of a fogheorn and 
gradually work up to the massive 
magnificence of an unleashed typhoon. 
One of his stage whispers would rip 
blotches of plaster from the ceiling 
and when he sighed it was like an 
eruption of Vesuvius. 

Downing and I played “Julius 
Caesar” in the old Quincy Operahouse 
some seventy-odd years ago—more or 


yet In spite of the havoc wrought by 
the voice. Everybody in the business 
had to double up in those days and 


have essayed both Brutus and Cas- 


quarters under one dinkey little tent. 
Although I was merely a curious 
newspaper worker I was that night 
offered the lines of Casca. but when 
I said I would rather play Cascaret 
the stage manager declared I was too 
frivolous and so I was cast for the 
part of the mob. 
In that capacity I asked permis- 
sion to introduce a new ballad 
T hed just written, called, “I'm So 
Lonely,” but again the magnate re- 
pulsed me and said that the audience 
might take the title as a reflection on 
its size and quality and that anvhow 
there was no fit opening in “Julius 
Caesar” for a song and dance or a 
black-face sketch. 
So I had to play the part of the’ 
mob without any trimmings. 
Single-handed I made an imposing 
presentment of what was suppdsed to 
be a posse of feverish Roman citizens. 
I had a sawed-off bath robe for a 
costume part of the time and the 
calves of my legs, which were about 
nine inches in circumference, peeped 
out, blue with cold, from beneath. 
Usually the mob was not entrusted 
with any skittish hardware for fear 
it might get wrought up ahead of 
time and carve Brutus before he could 
finish his act, but because I had once 
appeared with John McCullough 1! 
was permitted to carry a nine-pound 
toadstabber that was made at a stove 
foundry at Rome, N. Y.

IN ACTIVITIES. 


Record of ‘Developments at 
Leading Mines, 


Consolidated Estimate Is for 
Good Record. ° 


October Work Hampered by 
Flood Water. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times.) 
GOLDFIELD, Nov. 14,—Operations 
throughout the Goldfield district have 
continued along the customary lines 
and at a number .of points where 
ore has been exposed during the past 
few weeks the showing is still highly 
encouraging and the properties are in 
better condition than ever before, 
Discoveries have been made at points 
widely separated, and in four instances 
at least these new developments are 
regarded by mining men as of great 
importance. 

The real significance of these de- 
velopments has apparently not been 
fully realized outside of the district 
and has by no means been reflected 
by market quotations. In the present 
lethargic condition of the mining-stock 
market this fact has caused no great 
surprise, but at almost any other 
period in the camp's history the prop- 
erties involved would have attracted 


a marked upward influence on a num- 
ber of other local tasues. 

Despite the tack of attention ac- 
cerded Goldfield stocks, it is realized 
by experienced mining men that the 
mining industry in the Goldfield dis- 
trict has never been upon as sound 
a basis as now, and it has never, since 
the boom leasing days, revealed as 
substantial promise of again assum- 
ing the foremost rank in the United 
States as a producer of gold bullion. 
One of the favorable signs of the times 
is to be found in the increase in leas- 
ing operations, as well as in the plans 
of the operating companies to carry 
their work to great depth and block 
out large tonnages of milling ore. 

\ A normal production is maintained 
by the Goldfield Congolidated Com- 
pany. Preliminary estimates for the 
month of October show that the ton- 
nage mined in that month was nearly 
up to the high record. The output is 
estimated at 30,483 tons, containing 
approximately $837,000, with a net 
realization of $154,000. 

The report of the manager setting 
forth the production and earnings in 
September stated that all of the flood 
water that flowed into the mine work- 
ings was not removed until toward 
the middle of October and hence it 
was fot pessible to maintain a nor- 
mal production from some of the best 
stopes in the mine. Everything te said 
to be upon a regular producing basis 
again, however, and it is improbabie 
that the company will suffer any fur- 
ther interruptions in its work.
